STARVING BIRDS 
SENT SOUTH BY 


By the Associated Press. : 
VIENNA, Jan. 16.—Ten thousand 
bird yictims of the rigorous winter 
have been given a lift southward 
in airplanes so far this season. This 
winter has been the worst since 
1931 when 89,620 birds were sent by 
Planes to Venice and Istanbul. 
The birds, mostly young #waliows, 
were collected at two offices of the 
Vienna Animal Protection League 
by bird lovers from outlying sec- 
tions of the city and neighboring 
communities. They were placed in 


special containers and shipped by 


air to Venice, where they were re- 
leased. 

They were kept here temporarily 
in one large, wire-inclosed room.

TACOMA, Wash., Jan. 16.—Say- 
ing his son was kidnaped and killed 
by “crooks who have never be- 
fore handled a job of this magni- 
tude,” Dr. W. W. Mattson today 
announced he will take no further 
part in the search for the kid- 
naper. He said “you know as much 
as I do” about.the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation’s progress in the 


hunt for the man who abducted. 
Charles Mattson, 10, Dec. 27 and 
murdered him. 

The kidnaping, Mr. Mattson said 
in a ‘prepared statement, was the 
work of bunglers, who became 
frightened and killed Charles be- 
cause he “knew too mich and they 
dared not release him.” 

Dr. Mattson, talking to. news- 
paper men, said: “My only desire to 
be let alone and again to take up 
my work where I left off when this 
terrible thing happened. I have a 
mission to perfomm, and the wounds 
will heal quicker if I go about my 
business. Mrs. Mattson and I have 
detérmined the best thing to do is 
to stand by here.” 

Real Story of What Happened. 

Dr. Mattson said today’s state- 

ment will be his last concerning the 
kidnaping until the criminal is “ar- 
rested and brought to justice. Then, 
I’ sHall again be glad to make a 
release which may be of interest to 
the general public. Yes, that will be 
the real story of what happened,” 
he replied in answer to a ques- 
tion.

AFTER LIQUIDATION 


Receipts of $20,001 and 
$1425 in Disbursements 
—Pearl Garment Co. Has 
Debts of $125,723. 


Assets of the bankrupt Pearl Gar- 
ment Co., which has debts of $125,- 
723, have been liquidated for $18,- 
575, the receiver, Hans Wulff, stat- 
ed in a final report filed yesterday 
in United States District . Court. 

The report said the receiver’s in- 
vestigation had made it apparent 
that Morris and Lauis Londe, broth- 
ers who operated the business. as 
partners, had withheld about $100,- 
000 of the firm’s assets. . 

The brothers were arrested last 
September on Federal warrants 
charging them with concealing 
$60,000 in assets of their business. 
The warrants were issued at the 
conclusion of an inquiry before 
Referee in Bankruptcy John A. 
Hope. 

Balance of $18,575. ' 

The report stated that Wulff's 
total receipts, as receiver, were 
$20,000 and hig disbursements, 
$1425, leaving a balance of $19,575, 
which has been deposited in a bank.

stock and fixtures the receiver 
realized $7928, and some accounts 
receivable were collected. Wulff 
théntiohed in thé réport, However, 
that records of the firm were s0 
incomplete and incorrect that it 
was almost impossible to arrive at 
a just statement of amounts owed 
to the firm by its customers. 

Wulff, who will continue to ad- 
minister the assets of the bankrupt 
estate as a trustee elected by credi- 
tors, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
when he filed the report he would 
apply to the court next week for 
an order requiring the Londe broth- 
ers to turn over the missing assets. 

Bankruptcy Testimony. 

At the bankruptcy hearing it was 
brought out that “about $50,000” 
had been withdrawn from the busi- 
ness and given to Louis Londe on 
a representation that Louis was 
under some sort of compulsion to 
use the money in connection with 
the parole of another brother, Isa- 
dore, former Egan gangster, who 
was released last March from the 
Michigan penitentiary. 

Morris testified that Louis had 
represented the money was to ,be

The man in charge of the 
consulate, which was closed last 
Sept. 20, was not hurt and the 
archives were saved, Williams said. 
It was understood the’ records 
would be sent to the Gibraltar con- 
sulate. 

(The State Department in Wash- 
ington, confirming the building was 
wrecked by an aerial bombing, said 
that no Americans were - endan- 
gered and that the date of the at- 
Two Spanish Government planes 
dropped bombs today near an Al 
geciras hotel from which Gen. Gon- 
zalo Queipo de Liano, southern 
Fascist commahder, was directing 
an insurgent offensive. 

Soaring over the city—just across 
the bay of Algeciras from Gibralk- 
tar — at 2:15 p. m., the airmen 
dropped their high-explosive projec- 
tiles close to the Hotel Reina Cris- 
tina. Damage was slight. 

Fascist land batteries and a gun- 
boat fired on the raiders. The 
planes flew eastward toward Ma- 
laga. 

They paused, however, at Estep- 
ona, the coast town captured Thurs- 
day by the insurgents, and dropped 
many bombs. They concentrated 
their attack on insurgent columns 
moving against Marbella; about 30 
miles southwest of Malaga, the ob- 
jective of the southern Fascist of- 
fensive. 
Queipo de Liano’s army-of 20,000 
was driving toward Government- 
held Malaga after seizing the city 
of Estepona. 

A Febus (Spanish) news agency 
dispateh from meanwhile, 
asserted "Government land forces, 
aidéd. by airplanes, hed given stiff 
pis pe to Fascists advancing 
from pona on the way to Ma- 
laga, Pldnes and warships. joined 
the insurgent troops in the south- 
ern fighting, the dispatch said.

ROME, Jan. 16.—Italian Premier 
Mussolini and Gen. Wilhelm Goer- 
ing, Hitler’s chief aid, were repre- 
gented as seeking in their recent 
conference primarily..an alliance 
against Communism and as consid- 
ering whether the bloc’ formed un- 
der Mussolini's pact of 1983—Great 
Britain, France, Italy and Germany

(The treaty signed by represen- 
tatives of the four countries at 
Rome July 15,1933, was designed to 
guarantee peace in Europe for 10 
years, aid in reduction of arma- 
ments and lead to bettering of eco- 
nomic conditions. The treaty fell 
to pieces when Italy invaded. Ethi- 
opia late in 1935. The pact speci- 
fied that signatories should main- 
tain and respect territorial integ- 
rity and political independence of 
League of Nations members. Ethi- 
opia was a member of the League.)

Some Fascist newspapers, which 
had charged the closing of the 
French border to volunteers on 
their way to fight in Spain was 
being “Sovietized,” attacked the ac- 
tion of the French Chamber of 
Deputies.

MEXICO, D. F., Jan. 15. 

OT quite 20 years ago the American press 
N mentioned briefly that “Leon Trotsky, a 

Russian journalist and Socialist,” was 
sailing from New York for Petrograd. Nicho- 
las of Russia had been dethroned and Trotsky, 
with the teachings of Marx in his mind and 
‘the finger of Lenin beckoning him, was on 
his way to the proletarian r2volution. Today 
he is back in the Americas, an exile-as before 
the revolution in which he played 80 mighty 
@ part. 

Against those who have sent him away he 
makes grave charges. They have, he says, be- 
come a bureaucratic clique; they not only 
have forgotten the teachings of Lenin but 
have distorted them for their own interests. 
He says they have deserted the revolutionary 
path and now court the favor of bourgeois na- 
tions and in the process, he epatinnes, they 
have seen fit to villify him. 

It is not the purpose of this article to judge

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16. — The’ 


undercover feud between Chairman 
Arthur E. Morgan and Director 
David Lilienthal of the Tennessee 
Yalley Authority burst into the 
open, tonight, when Dr. Morgan 
publicly proposed a national truce 
with private power interests. Dr. 
Morgan suggested a policy known 
to be in conflict with the “no sur- 


render” attitude of the younger 
member of the board, : 
“l believe we should deal with 


the private power companies to 
the end of eliminating abuses, 
while preserving the right of the 
people to acquire their own power 
service by public ownership if they 
choose,” Dr. Morgan said in a 
statement.. “Shall men who admin- 
ister public projects drift into an 
aititude of a fight to a finish 
against the private power compa- 
nies?” 

Dr. Morgan’s statement raised 
three major questions: 

1 Will the President shake up 
tr. TVA board to assure smooth 
administration, and if he does, 
whom will he eliminate, Lilierithal 
or Morgan? Lilienthal had a brief 
White House audience yesterday 
and annouced himself satisfied with | 
its result. 

2. Is the administration ready 
to abandon the agreement with 
private power interests, under 
which Commonwealth & Southern 
Corp. is buying TVA power? 

3. If it should abandon the agree- 
ment which expires in effect when 
the Commonwealth & Southern 
contract ends Feb. 3, would that 
step indicate an immediate strug- 
gle to the finish with the utili- 
ties? 

Lilienthal declined to comment 
on Morgan’s statement. The direc- 
tor, who revamped the utilities com- 
mission of Wisconsin for the LaFol- 
lette group a few years ago, is 
known to feel, however, that his ef- 
forts to formulate policy in the 
TVA have reflected the views of the 
President. He is reported to be- 
lieve that renewal of contracts with 
the Commonwealth & Southern 
should hinge upon several condi- 
tions, among them the abandon- 
ment by private companies of the 
injunction proceedings which are 
hampering the TVA’s power pro- 
gram, at least temporarily. 

Morgan’s statement said: “I fa- 
vor enough public ownership to en- 
able the country to work out effec- 
tive methods on a life-sized scale, 
but not so much public ownership 
that we shall be swamped by inef- 
ficiency before we learn how to 
make it effective and economical.” 

Duplication of facilities by gov- 
ernment and private power com- 
panies should be avoided, he said. 

“If a community undertakes pub- 
lic ownership, the existing private 
Properties should be taken over at 
a fair price, as determined by 
agreement or by impartial ap- 
Praisal,” he said. “There should be 
effort to avoid arbitrary disruption 
of existing efficient systems.” 

He said a campaign which would 
result in public ownership in 10 or 
2 larger cities within transmission 
range of TVA might “practically de- 
Stroy” the ability of the larger pri- 
vate systems to “render maximum 
fervice. Efforts to bring about such

the Soviet Union from utter disaster in this 
period. You ask me about the progress of 
the Russian ‘revolution especially from the 
viewpoint of the toiling masses. I try to’

The improve- 
ment of the living conditions of the. masses 
does not in any way correspond with the ef- 
forts of these masses and the statistical suc- 
cesses of the national economy. 

There are two interconnected reasons for 
this disparity. First of all, the purely bu- 
reaucratic management of economic life leads 
to all kinds of disproportions and to exces- 
sive waste of productive forces. Secondly, 
the privileged caste, which embraces several 
millions of families, appropriates to itself a 
lion’s share of the national income. This 
is also the reason why the bureaucracy finds 
that Socialism is already established, since 
the bureaucracy has solved its own “social 
problem.” 


Zinoviev-Kamenev Trial 
and So-Called “Confessions.” 


You ask me for an explanation of the Zin- 
oviev trial and ‘‘particularly the confessions.” 
At the present moment I can.only refer to 
the pamphlet of my friend, Max Shachtman, 
“Behind the Moscow Trial—the Biggest 
Frame-up in History” (Pioneer Publishers, 
New York City). I hope that my own pam- 
phiet on the same question will throw addi- 
tional light on,the “confessions.”"

You will recall the famous story of 
Edgar Allan Poe, “The Pit and the Pen- 
dulum,” in which the victim is,terrorized and 
psychologically shattered by the slow and sys- 
tematic descent of death. If an inquisitor 
judge were to put questions to this victim 
and inspire the answers, his success would 
Human nerves, 
even the strongest, have a limited capacity to 
endure moral torture. 

It is impossible within the limitations of 
an interview to give you an analysis of the 
so-called “confessions.”

Yes, very easily and with absolute con- 
clusiveness. During my sojourn in Copen- 
hagen, my son ‘was in Berlin, and there are 
any number of witnesses who can prove it. 


Moreover, on the way back from Copen- 
hagen to Turkey, passing through France, my 
wife telegraphed the then Premier Herriot 
asking for special permission for our son to 
visit us in Paris. This permission was grant- 
ed, and our son Jeft Berlin to meet us in 
France where we saw him in the train going 
from Dunkerque to Paris. There are not 
many eye-witnesses to this, but our lawyers 
in Paris have recéntly found the telegram of 
my wife to M. Herriot as well as the tele- 
graphic order of Herriot to the French Consul 
in Berlin. In addition, the date stamped at 
the Franco-German frontier on my son’s visa 
establishes irrefutably the utter falseness of 
Holtzmann’s testimony. 


Now I permit myself to ask you: If the 
testimony of the principal witness against 
me crumbles to dust so completely at the 
first touch, what reason is there for any in- 
telligent person to accept as genuine or even 
worthy of consideration the testimony con- 
tained in all the other “‘confessions’’? 


You ask me about the writings of Anna 
Louise Strong. Unfortunately, American pub- 
lic opinion, and especially its radical section, 
has been misinformed for the past few years 
by such Moscow correspondents as Duranty, 
Anna Louise Strong and Louis Fischer. 

I will not deny their merit is so far as they 
have fought against reactionary bourgeois 
prejudices concerning the Soviet Union; but 
this progressive work, which gave them a cer- 
tain reputation and authority in the eyes of 
the progressive element in the: United States, 
finally led them to become permanent defend- 
ers of the Soviet bureaucr«cy and consequent- 
ly to the concealment of its mistakes, blun- 
ders and arbitrary actions. Such correspond- 
ents may serve the cause of the ruling clique, 
but certainly not the interests of the Soviet 
state itself or the enlightenment of American 
public opinion. Even granting a genuine 
concern on their part, public opinion can only 
suffer from their political blindness.

Europe is now passing through a period 
of preparation for a new war. Every gov- 
ernment is endeavoring to‘utilize, as early as 
possible, the experience of the last war.

Please remember, however, that in 1933, 
when I arrived in France, the Comintern 
and the Moscow press denounced Me as an 
agent of French imperialism and especially 
of Daladier, then Premier. My arrival in 
France was interpreted as prooi of my al- 
leged design to assist French and British 
imperialism in their military intervention in. 
the Soviet Union. 

I must confess that I doubt if the stupid- 
ity of these accusations does not vastly exceed 
its ignominy. Abraham Lincoln said that 
you can’t fool all of the people al! of the 
time, The organizers of the Moscow trials 
will surely have occasion, In the days to 
come, to be convinced of the wisdom of this 
saying. 

With regard to the new Soviet Constitu- 
tion, you will find an extensive chapter in 
niy book, “The Revolutiom: Betrayed.” The 
sense of this chapter is that ander the hypo- 
critical cover of democratization the new 
Constitution seeks to perpetuate the absolute 
domination of the bureaucracy and its enor- 
mous material privileges. 


Bureaucracy the Real 


Meriace to ‘Revolution. | 

You ask: If Trotsky,were Stalir and Stalin 
Trotsky, what would Trotsky’s major policies 
be for Russia, domestic and foreign? I can- 
not accept this way of putting a question. 
The difference is not personal and not even 
merely ideological, but social. Stalin never 
represented the fighting masses. He now 
represents a ruling caste, eo ipso, not the 
proletarian revolution but the Thermidorian 
reaction, although on the basis created by 
that revolution. 

My Marxian program is such as to make it 
impossible for me to remain in the govern- 
ment and to compel me to take up an ir- 
reconcilable opposition during this . whole 
epoch of world-wide defeats of the working 
people, of the extension of Fascist dominion 
and of the degeneration of the Soviet state. 
. - - Please do not forget that those processes 
are closely inter-connected. 

Many so-called Radicals, or more accurate- 
ly, the bigots of radicalism, will undoubtedly 
exclaim: “We don’t know if Trotsky’s revela- 
tions are correct or not, but we do know 
that they are very dangerous to the revolu- 
tion, to the Soviet state, especielly now in 
face of .he war pefil.”’ I can only shrug my 
shoulders at such cries and warnings. If the 
facts I denounce are true; then the greatest 
danger to the revolution, to the Soviet state, 
arises out of the Soviet bureaucracy, and if 
its pernicious tendencies are covered up by 
a conspiracy of silence, they can and will 
reveal themselves in catastrophic form in the 


| implacable test of war itself. The so-called 


Radicals who, from a safe distance, seek to 
protect the Revolution like a fragile hot- 
house plant. only reveal their lack of ander- 
standing of basic historical processes and 
their undersupply of political courage. 

The road to human emancipation is the 
road of truth and forthrightness, not pueril- 
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Their first efforts at conspiracy 
seem pathetic. Working alone, they 
managed to get out a few pamph- 
lets, to find their way into the good 
graces of workers and attempt to 
convert them. The whole process 
seemed hopeless, but Trotsky be- 
fore long got his reward. In 1898 
he was arrested and sentenced to 
four years in Siberia. He escaped 
in three, : 

His amazing career, which has 
seen him an exile, a figure of world 
power, and again an exile, had real-

He made ‘his way to London and 
met Lenin. Now his education as 
a revolutionary started. The abor- 
tive revolution of 1905 found him 
again in Russia and Russia wel- 
comed him back by sentencing him 
to Siberia for life. More experienced 
in the Czar’s ways by this time, he 
made his getaway in six months. 

Then came the long exile. He 
wandered over the face of Europe, 
unwanted, as 30 years later he was 
to be. unwanted. In revolutionary 
‘circles he became known as a 
writer and pamphleteer of ability. 

During this time he broke with 
Lenin on revolutionary policy, but 
he continued his revolutionary 
tactics in the manner he thought 
most effective. 

The War; His Stay in U. S. 

The World War broke in 1914 
Trotsky found himself increasingly 
‘unpopular with Russia’s allies. He 
was literally escorted out of France 
on the insistence of the St. Peters- 
burg government. : 

He protested that he merely was 
trying to do for Russia what earlier 
revolutionaries had done for France, 
but French officialdom was nbt im- 
pressed, They put him over the 
border and into Spain. 

Before long he and his wife and 
their two sons were on a ship 
bound for New York. There are 
numerous fales about Trotsky’s 
New York activities. All sorts of 
jobs are assigned to him. Probably 
the most popular account makes 
him a street car conductor. As a 
‘matter of fact, he devoted his time 
in- New York to his twin jobs of 
writing and talking revolution and 
nothing else. 

Then came the overthrow of the 
Czar and in its place the Kerensky 
effort at a Russian bourgeois Re- 
public. No more need Russian po- 
litical exiles remain away from 
their native land. Trotsky made his 
way to Petrograd, joined hands 
again with Lenin, and soon got ar- 
rested and jailed. But he was short- 
ly released, took the leadership of 
the Petrograd Workers’ Soviets 
(Councils) and became a power. 

Kerensky’s milk-and-water poll- 
cies got nowhere. Kerensky made 
no peace with the Central P

ter has chosen indicates the delimi- 
tation of his book. It deals only 
with trends resulting from cases 
arising under the commerce clause 
of the Constitution during the chief 
justiceships of John Marshall, Rog- 
er B. Taney and Morrison R. Waite. 
That he is reporting history Prof. 
Frankfurter is fully aware. But 
it is history which has a special 
meaning for our. day when the 
commerce clause is being invoked 
again by Congress and again is be- 
ing interpreted by the Supreme 
Court.

As the author so well puts it, the 
cross-currents of ideas which un- 
derlie the decisions of Marshall's 
court, and Taney’s and Waite’s, in 
the application of the commerce 
clause have “persisting vitality.” 
“They are part of the stream of 
history which flows into the waters 
of contemporary adjudications. Un- 
less we know this history, we may 
unwittingly—to change the figure 
—be imprisoned by it. .Law neces- 
sarily expresses the pressures of 
the past, and the basic inquiry of 
any self-conscious jurisprudence is 
the extent to which it should do 
so.” 

Probably as careful a reader of 
Supreme Court opinions as there is, 
Prof. Frankfurter warns against 
finding in the work of the Jus- 
tices “luminous, deeply conceived, 
rational processes where there is 
only tentative, groping, obscure em- 
piricism, or the instinctive and only 
half conscious response of habitua- 
tion to a concrete controversy.” 
Beautifully written and heathily 
scientific, this book is the product 
of one of our finest minds.

Mr. Ernst, who has been an ad- 
viser of various high governmental 
officers in New York and Wash- 
ington, goes back to the beginning 
of our Government, relates the 
facts of its origin, analyzes the 
structure itself and reports on the 
framers. With this: foundation he 
describes our constitutional stale- 
mate and discusses ways out. He 
finds the amending process too cum- 
bersome. He objects to the practice 
of allowing Judges to overrule the 
elected representatives of the peo- 
ple. If this rule by the judiciary 
continues, democracy, he says in 
effect, will break down. 

To prevent this breakdown, Mr. 
Ernst recommends that a proposal 
of James Madison be revived: that 
Congress be given the power to 
override an adverse Supreme Court 
decision just as Congress may now 
override the presidential veto. This 
he says would allow the ultimate 
power of government to flow from 
the people to their elected respon- 
sible officials, as befits a democ- 


racy. *

T is not improbable that during 
| tne 26 years since the great Leo 

Tolstoy died, far more people 
have been keenly interested in the 
details of his domestic troubles than 
in his works and in the ideas for 
which he lived and suffered. 

If this be true, the reason is to be 
found in the publication of his 
wife’s diaries, two volumes devoted 
to the preposterous task of confer- 
ring the conditional immortality of 
print upon the assembled pettinesses 
of.a lifetime.

Oct. 17, 1905, the Czar, signed

Pogroms Over All Russia, 

Another letter from the Czar to 
his mother soon followed this one. 
It said the situation was better 
than a week before, but still diffi- 
cult. 

“In the first days after the mani- 
festo,” he wrote, “the subversive 
elements raised their heads, but a 
strong reaction set in quickly, and 
a whole mass of loyal people sud- 
denly made their power felt. The 
result was obvious, and what one 
would expect in our country. 

“The impertinence of the Social- 
ists and revolutionaries had ang- 
ered the people once more. That’s 
how the pogroms happened. It is 
amazing how they took place sim- 
ultaneously in all the towns of Rus- 
sia and Siberia.” — 

(“Pogrom. is the Russian word 
for devastation. It was used to de- 
note a massacre or murderous at- 
tack on helpless persons—in Rus- 
sia usually the Jews—and carried 
also the idea of official approval 
or connivance.) 

“Cases as far apart as in Tomsk 
Simferopol, Tver, and Odessa show 
clearly what an infuriated mob can 
do; they surrounded the houses 
where the revolutionaries had taken 
refuge, set fire to them and killed 
everybody trying: to escape. 

Witte’s Perplexities. 


“T am iving telegrams from 
everywhere With touching gratitude 
for the liberties conceded, but also 
many indicating that they want au- 
tocracy to be preserved, Why were 
they silent before, the «good peo- 
le? 

“All this week I have been taking 
leave of old ministers, and offer- 
ing their jobs to new ones.

Miss Hepburn, who has appeared in a dozen motion pictures and‘ 
who won the 1933 Academy Award for her performance in “Morn- 
ing Glory,” was last on Broadway in “The Lake” three years ago, but 
has never played in St. Louis. In “Jane Eyre,” she has the title role 
opposite the English actor, Dennis Hoey. The work is an adapta- 
tion of the Charlotte Bronte novel by Helen Jerome, who adapted 
“Pride and Prejudice.” 

“Jane Eyre’ opened Christmas week in Boston and is now in 
Chicago, with a New York opening not to come before late February. 
Enthusiastic reception of the play has been reported all along its 
tour. 

Equally popular have been Mme. Nazimova’s revivals of “‘Ghosts”’

AKING all sorts of liberty with 
established movie practice and

Rules for Shipping Furs. 


The open season on fur-bearing 
animals in Missouri officially closed 
January 15. Hunters and trappers 
are allowed until January 25 to ship 
the dried or cured pelts which have 
been captured by themselves and 
upon hunting license thereof, to 
transportation companies or postal 
authorities. 

Under the Lacey Act (Federal) 
the kinds of pelt# and number 
must be written on the outside of 
the bundle. While the capture and 
possessing of fur bearers is regu- 
lated by State law only, shipping in 
interstate commerce ig subject to 
Federal regulations. 

Undried or green pelts may be 
shipped only during the open sea~- 
son (November 15-January 15), but 
pelts of wolves, wildcats and coy- 
otes may be shipped at any time 
and in any condition. :

Million on Roads, Increasing 200,000 

a Year; One Killed, 70 Injured 

in Month. 
By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, Jan. 16.—Austria has 
1,000,000 problems, one is led to be- 
lieve, that are increasing at the 
rate of 200,000 yearly — the bicy- 
clists. , } 

Officials and newspapers, in fact, 
use the ultimate—for Austria—in 
comparisons: traffic difficulties 
caused by scorchers are to this 
country what motorists are to the 
United States. 

Not counting the very young, the 
very old, or the ailing, +t is esti- 
mated that one of every four Aus- 
trians has and wuses’a bike. The 
University of Vienna found it nec 

to establish a “garage” for 
the hundreds of wheels that stu- 
dents ride to classes. 

Bicycle stores are among the larg- 
est in Vienna (a “two-wheeler,” as 
they are called here costs from 100 
to 400 schillings new—about $18.60 
to $74.40), and dealers in second- 
hand bicycles flourish. 

A campaign is under way to do 
things about the bicycle situation. 
Chancellor Schuschnigg’s newspa- 
per, Neuigkeits-Welt-Blass, points 
to the rising toll of ac- 


“After we trimmed Barney Old- 
field in a race in St. Louis, we 
couldn’t get anyone to take a chance 
against us,” he said.

INCREASE IN DEATH RATE 
IN ST. LOUIS DURING 1936 


15.1 Per 1000 Population, as Com- 
pared With 12.06 the 

Year Before. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16,—The 
Census Bureau reported today the 
1986 death rate advanced to 12,3 
per 1000 population, compared with 
114: in- 1935. Summer heat waves, 
infijenza and pneumonia were fac- 
tors in the increase. 

Greatest increases included those 
for Evansville, Ind., with 15.3 last 
year against 11.8 in 1935; Kansas 
City, Kan., with 15.6 and 13.4, re- 
spectively, and St, Louis, 15.1 and 
12.06. an 

Among cities showing decreases 
in the death rate last year were 
South Bend, Ind., which had a rate 
of 8.1 compared with 8.7 in 1935. 

Among cities having a death rate 
lower than the average were South 
Bend, Flint, Mich., 8.2 and 7.9; De- 
troit, 84 and 7.6, and Akron, 8.4 
and 8.2. :

New Year’s Eve Bride Loses 
Life at Crossing in 
Granite City. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Mae Bolton, 20- 
year-old bride, was killed at 6:45 
a. m. yesterday when her automo- 
bile was struck by a Big Four pas- 
senger train at the Pacific avenue 
crossing in Granite City. 

She was returning to her home, 
24389A State street, Granite City, 
after taking her husband, Vernard, 
to work at the American Steel 
Foundry. They were married New 
Year’s eve. 

One of two watchmen at the 
crossing told police Mrs. Bolton 
passed. several other automobiles, 
which had stopped for his signal, 
and drove onto the tracks. The 
train struck her sedan and dragged 
it along the right-of-way. Wit- 
nesses broke open the top and side 
of the automobiel to extricate the

Washington Set Example. 

The form of-a President’s inaug- 
uration was largely devised by 
George Washington, and through a 
century and a half little change has 
been made in the actual ceremo- 
nies, although elaborate accompani- 
ments have been added. 

Washington was inaugurated in 
New York in 1789 for his first term 
after traveling from Mount Vernon 
by horseback and in coaches, He 
crossed streams on eight-oared 
barges. Congress was late in ar- 
riving and the inauguration was 
not held until April 30: At noon, 
Washington was escorted from his 
house to the Federal statehouse in 
Broad street, where he stood on a 
balcony in the presence of a vast 
throng to take the oath. 

Chancellor Livingston adminis- 
tered the oath. “I swear it; so help 


,j§| me God,” responded Washington. 


For his second term; Washing- 
ton was inaugurated in Philadel- 
phia in 1793. Livingston again ad- 
ministered the oath in a ceremony 
similar to that now used. The 
President was driven to the Capitol 
in a handsome coach surrounded 
by an escort.. There was a proces- 
sion, and, at night, fireworks. 

John Adams was inaugurated for 
his one term in Philadelphia. Then 
the District of Columbia was cre- 
ated, the capital named for Wash- 
ington and Thomas Jefferson elect- 
ed. On inauguration day, Jeffer-

to the unfinished Capitol. Embit-

Ap- 
peals were broadcast for persons 
to inform the newspapers of a spe- 
tial KSD broadcast of news for 
publication, and thus news was re- 
ceived here—the first time in his- 
tory that AP news has traveled 
wre by radio.”

According to reports current in 
Havana revolutionary circles, ex- 
iled leaders in Mexico. and the 
United States are holding a series 
of meetings to map the course of 
opposition, They are said to be 
backing former President Gomez 
and plotting his restoration. -— 

Gomez Still Popular. 

Gomez — first elected President 
since the 1933. revolution—has by 
circumstances become a popular 
hero to those who oppose the army. 
His public appearances, following 
his impeachment, have been greet-~- 
ed by tremendous ovations. Tens 
of thousands ‘of copies of his an- 
swer to army-inspired proceedings 
that resulted in his ouster have 
been distributed over the isiand, His 
charges that Cuba has lost demo- 
cracy have caused wide comment. 

One of the most. enthusiastic 
supporters of Gomez reported to be 
former provisional President: Ram- 
on Grau San Martin, who was him- 
self ousted by Batista: Grau is liv- 
ing in exile at Miami Beach, where 
about -20 important revolutionary 
leaders are understood to have 
gathered recently.

Even Better Than Top Dresser Drawer 
For Getting Things Out of Sight, 
Says Household, Expert. 


By ELIZABETH MacRAE BOYKIN 


T seems as if we always have 

something to hide, and so one of 

our favorite cure-alls for what- 
ever ails a room is a screen. It’s 
even better than the top dresser 
drawer for getting things out of 
sight and out of mind. A screen 
has more legitimate use, however, 
in doubling the usefulness of a 
room. To say nothing of the fact 
that it adds interesting pattern to 
a plainish wall. 


We've heard of people with the 
too-big-house complaint, but  per- 
sonally we don’t know any of them 
—except childless couples or elderly 
ladies. We're talking about going 
families with children and cats, 
dogs and dolls. They always have 
room for one more room, The best 
solution of that problem, if archi- 
tectural alterations are’not possible, 
is the use of a screen to create the 
utility of two rooms where there 
was only one before. 


There is the perennial problem 

of what to do with the sewing ma- 
chine. Those attractive cabinet 
modéls are all very well to put in 
the parlor, but goodness, when a 
woman is half way through a new 
slip cover or in the midst of a 
party dress for one of the children, 
it's not very handy to stop and 
clean up the clutter at every inter- 
ruption. And if the sewing ma- 
chine is a portable, it’s a nuisance 
to pull it out and put it away again 
every time you feel like running a 
seam. 
. So we suggest a permanent sew- 
ing corner wherever there’s a con- 
venient and not otherwise needed 
space. Hide the whole business 
behind a pretty screen when not in 
use. A wallpaper screen is the 
most obvious idea for this and cer- 
tainly a simple practical one. You 
can buy nice ones ready made, or 
you can‘cover an old screen in a 
little more than a jiffy with a few 
yards of wallpaper and a pan of 
paste. 

But, a quilted patchwork screen 
is more interesting, especially if 
you’re using it in a colonial bed- 
room. Patch the pattern, then quilt 
it on a very thin cotton lining, made 
to fit the panels of the screen. You 


might bind the edges by getting 
maple picture framing lengths and 
tacking them to the outer edges. 
Then on the back side of the screen, 
use a covering of good stout linen 
crash, — , 

Make loops to hold scissors, darn- 
ing egg, packets of pins and the 
like. A large pocket can be re- 
served for things to be mended. An- 
other pocket can hold odd bits of 
material or patterns you want to 
save. A padded cushion for pins 
and needles, loops to hold various 
colored threads, a pocket for bind- 
ings, cards of buttons, hooks and 
eyes, snaps, all can be added. Or 
save yourself the bother and line 
the back of the screen with shoe 
bags to hold your sewing things. 

To keep behind the screen we'd 
suggest—in addition to the sewing 
machine, an ironing board and an 
iron if possible, and some kind of 
a chest to hold bigger pieces of ma- 
terials, If this does go behind the 
screen, it could be a set of closet 
drawers, or if you have a good chest 
that is presentable to go elsewhere 
in the room, you could keep extra 


materials in it. 
M you’re pining for in your 
house. A place where a guest 
can prink a bit before making her 
entrance or departure. If there’s 
no closet or small room available, 
use an end or a corner of the hall 
. » « enclose the whole thing be- 
hind a very dignified screen to 
match the design of the hall. 

This calls for a better screen than 
an improvised affair, in fact, we'd 
advise a touch of splurging here if 
possible. But the powder room in 
back of the screen can be quaint, 
fluttery or sophisticated as you 
like it. Don't*forget a good mirror 
and adequate lighting, not to men- 
tion guest powder puffs, powder, 
rouge and combs and the usual for- 
getables. 

The vanity to an old bedroom set 
could be used here, with a fresh 
finish, because the mirror would be 
so luxurious. Or a very, very ultra 
ultra dressing table made altogether 
of mirror. Or a blond wood dressing

table, But.a draped dressing table 
in a style to match the inside of the 
screen is probably easier for most 
of us to arrange. Something rath- 
er special if a rug would be an 
idea worth thinking about. 

Nobody has yet designed a type- 
writer that really goes in so much 
for decoration, and we doubt if 
we'd like the idea if some inventor 
did get arty on our hands.

Cheese, like eggs, will curdle if 
it is cooked at too high a tempera- 
ture or for too long a time: Many 
a hostess who has .thought that 
her macaroni and cheese is curdled 
because she used sour milk has, in 
reality, cooked her cheese mixture 
incorrectly, 

In making the. white sauce for 
macaroni and cheese some good 
cooks allow about one-half of a cup 
of cheese for..each two cups of 
sauce, They stir in the cheese until 
it has become melted in the sauce. 
And then they add the cooked maca- 
roni, Consequently, they seldom 
have any difficulty with their 
cheese mixtures curdling. 

Some families like biscuits and 
muffins which have been enriched 
by the addition of one-half of a cup 
of grated cheese to the regular 
recipe. And some members devour 
cheese pie crusts. (The cheese is 
grated and added to the dough 
when it is mixed or it is sprinkled 
over the top crust when the pie is 
baking.)

It isn’t a mix- 
ture of spices. It is a dried ground 
berry of a West Indian tree, the 
pimento. Like all cthers, it is 
strongest, sweetest, most penetrat- 
ing when it is fresh. 

There is no special trick to han- 
dling spices in cooking. The spices 
can be left out, the amounts dou- 
bled, one or another can be omitted, 
with no effect on the texture, or, as 
cocks say, on the favorable results. 
They are simply a flavoring; one 
of the few ingredients that can be 
varied to suit the personal taste. 
In baking mixtures, spices can be 
sifted with the flour or creamed 
with the butter.

And although 
many excellent bakery cakes are 
now available from our local gro- 
cery store, my family still prefers 
home-made cakes on most oc 
casions. 


I have formed the habit of re- 
moving the butter which is to be 
used in my cake from the refri- 
erator about 20 minutes before I 
plan to start mixing the ingredi- 
ents.

HALF OUR TROUBLE in life 
comes of wanting to have our own 
way, because it is our own.

Meanwhile you sit back and 
brood about Nellie, the city-bred, 
cigarette-smoking demon, and 
wonder who is eating those delici- 
ous meals of hers since you de- 
cided to find your daughter a new 
sponsor. Her steaks won every 
man whose feet went under the 
dinner table and her apple pie fairly 
melted in your mouth. After all 
Joan probably would have learned 
to smoke before many more years 
anyway so Nellie might have been 
right in teaching her early. 

Much has been said and written 
about the downtrodden girls who 
are slaving long hours in American 
homes, filling their time with those 
numerous and often nondescript 
tasks of the average household. 
There’s no denying that many of 
them aren’t any too happy and are 
working hard for little more than 
a poor be@ and skimpy meals, but 
Mrs. Average Housewife has her 
story, too. 

Perhaps the housewife finds it 
hard to forget the struggles she 
had to get competent household help 
during the depression when many 
were on relief and could not be 
persuaded to give up their $5 a 
week “relief” money for $6 or $8 a

week in compensation for services 
in a home. For a period the most 
available domestic helpers in St. 
Louis were trained stenographers 
and clerical workers who were learn- 
ing ways of households to tide them 
through the depression. 

Those who had risen from the 
ranks and attained top wages be- 
cauBe of their experience in manag- 
ing a household refused to take a 
job until they had satisfied them- 
selves on numerous points. Instead 
of interviewing them, you found 
yourself being interviewed, and the 
acceptance or. rejection of services 
coming from them rather than your- 
self. Once they had condescended 
to “try you out,” the least little 
thing would send them off in a 
huff. I know of one case where a 
girl left her job merely because a 
5-year-old child rebuked her for 
dropping a fork and putting it back 
on the table unwashed. 


“Will I have a room with private 
bath?” “Is any laundry done at 
home?” “How often a week do you 
have guests for dinner?” “What 
evenings besides the usual Thurs- 
days and Sundays can I be free at 
7 o'clock?” - | 

These were questions thrust at 
you while the interviewer was sit- 
ting in your best living room chair 
and casting a critical look at your 
furnishings. She demanded to see 
her room and wanted a definite un- 
derstanding about the hours. 


One girl in particular whom I re- 
call refused to work in a home un- 
less assured that she never would 
have to get down on her hands and 
knees to scrub or dust a floor, She 
also was the one who wanted a def- 
inite understanding that she have 
every Wednesday and Saturday 
night off besides the usual holidays 
because, as she explained, “my boy 
friend is a night watchman and 


gets those nights off.” She  de- 
cided that she didn’t like the pros- 
pects especially since there was a 
small child in the family and was 
off to conquer a new household be- 
fore I had a chance to tell. her the 
dislike was quite mutual. 

Luck smiled and along came Ju- 
lia, as fine a person as I have ever 
known. An orphan girl, she had 
married young and being as ambi- 
tious as her husband, was willing to 


work in homes to help him finish¢ 


his education. She was a frail little 
thing and literally dropped in her 


tracks soon after I arrived home 


with the new daughter. 


First, a 
“temporary” helper suggested by a 
friend—a_ girl —— smoked  ciga- 
rettes on the stair landing, enter- 
tained her beaux in the living room

Farley's report, while not of much 
interest to stamp-colliectors, includes 
this reference to the Philatelic 
Agency: 

“As a high percentage of the 
stamps sold in the agency are never 
used for postage, the accumulated 
revenue largely ‘represents clear 
profit to the department. The estab- 
lishment of:the Philatelic Agency 
has not only been amply justified 
from the viewpoint of profitable 
revenues, but it has served indirect- 
ly to promote the interests of phi- 


lately throughout the country. This 


is reflected in substantial sales of 

stamps in postoffices for collection 

purposes, the aggregate amount of 

which is not a matter of record.”

never be gained unless the proud 
host and hostess give their personal 
seal of approval. Only one person in 
all the hundred-year history of the 
palace ever invaded its sacred con- 
fines unbidden, despite all tales to 
the contrary, that may be told, and 
this exceedingly enterprising young 
individual, did it not once or twice, 
but thrice. eye 

To posterity he is known only as 
“Boy Jones,” yet his sensational 
exploits of almost 100 years ago re- 
main unparalleled. The lad who 
stowed away on a _ trans-Atlantic 
flight was indeed a novice com- 
pared to the young man who stole 
into the palace toward the end of | 
the year 1840, when Queen Victoria 
was still abed after the birth of 
the Princess Royal. 

He did not quite enter her bed- 
room but he did indeed the next 
best thing, for palace’ attendants 
found him hiding beneath an or- 
nate sofa in the adjoining chamber. 
They chased him out without cere- 
mony, but apparently failed to 
question him sufficiently to deter- 
mine that some queer quirk existed 
in his brain, for a few weeks after- 
ward, he was discovered in the ‘pal- 
ace again, 

This time he was. secreted be- 
hind a huge wing-chair, excitedly 
listening in on a state conversa- 
tion between Queen Victoria and 
her Prime Minister, Lord Mel- 
bourne. 

The second offense, quite natur-., 
ally, was not condoned as easily as 
the first, and “Boy Jones” found 
himself in a place harder to get 
out of than was Buckingham Pal- 
ace to get into: gaol. At length a 
benchful of magistrates, in the full- 
bottomed wigs of their high office, 
decided he would be less of a men- 
ace in the “Far North.” 

Accordingly he was dispatched to 
the less hospitable climes of Scot- 
land. But a Devil’s Island or an 
Alcatraz would have been more to 
the point, for less than a fortnight 
later, “Boy Jones” was found in 
the palace again. 

—-0-0-—— 

HIS time he was sentenced to 
T: “House of Correction,” and 

he tartly told shocked magis- 
trates he was ds good as any man, 
and therefore had a right to enter 
Buckingham Palace any time he 
wished. Also, he expressed keen 
disgust because he actually found 
the Princess Royal “bawling and 
crying in front of her Majesty the 
Queen.” .When released from im- 
prisonment, Jones voluntarily joined 
the Royal Navy to serve her Mad- 
jesty, and disappeared into anony- 
mity. 

Less self-posséssed in the awe- 
some atmosphere of Buckingham 
Palace than this redoubtable young 
man was a President of the United 
States—the only chief executive of 
the former colonies ever to be re- 
ceived by a British ruler—the late 
Woodrow Wilson, He was visibly 
overwhelmed by the magnificence 
of the palace to which he had been 
summoned in December, 1918, while 
on his ill-fated visit to Europe. 

Informed that an elaborate state 
banquet was to be staged in his 
honor, the quiet New Jersey college 
professor who became a_ great 
world figure, was seized with an 
attack of “stage fright.” Qne of 
his diplomatic aides, sensing the 
President’s nervous excitement and 
discomfort, remarked to him as 
their automobile drove up to the 
impressive portals of the Palace: 

“Well, Tom Thumb was not 
frightened by Buckingham Palace; 
my should the President of the 
q States be?” 

The rhetorical question did not 
please Mrs, Wilson, but neverthe- 
less, it heartened him, because he, 
like everyone else, knew the cele- 
brated midget of Barnum’s circus 
was the. command guest of Queen 
Vir on April 1, 1846, and not 
only ensely amused the five- 

boy who was later to "e- 
come King Edward VII but even, 
so the story goes, sat upon the 
great Queen’s knee before the eve- 
ning was over. He was then in 
his twenties.

Every world celebrity, from Well- 
ington to Col. Charles A. Lindbergh 
and Sir Hubert Wilkins, and every 
European sovereign of the last hun- 
dred years has been entertained at 
some time or other at Buckingham 
Palace. The “Visitors’ Books” con- 
tain easily the most valuable col- 
lection of modern autographs in ex- 
istence. 

When the late Marshal Ferdin- 
and Foch was presented at Buck- 
ingham Palace, there occurred what 
stands today as perhaps the late 
King George's only recorded wit- 
ticism. A roysl equerry an- 
nounced : 


Marshal Foch of France.” 

“You are wrong, sir,” the King de- 
clared. “He is Field Marshal Foch.” 

And with these words, he pre- 
sented the great French warrior 
with the Field ‘Marshal’s baton, the 
greatest. military’ honor excepting 
the Victoria Cross it is within the 
province of the British Empire to 
bestow.

He 
created a veritable sénsation when 
he refused to accept a decoration 
from the hands of the King, who 
was astounded to hear the “sav- 
iour”’ of the Near East making 
some remark about Britain’s “brok- 
en pledges.” Winston Churchill, 
who was the first publicly to reveal 
the incident, relates that he ad- 
ministered to Lawrence a severe 
reproof for his behavior. More sig- 
nificant, perhaps, is the fact that 
Lawrénce never was asked to the 
Palace again.
